HERE Is more truth than poetry in the phrase that "silence is golden.” 
There is another saying that lf you can’t speak well of a person, you 
.should not speak of him at all. Both sayings apparently trite—but what a 
world of superb meaning and philosophy to each! 
There is nothing dignified or intelligent about a bitter argument, yet 
how many of us forget this and utter words that we would gladly forget. 
But words sink into the cells of the brain and remain—sometimes forever. 
It takes courage and self-control to remain silent in the face of abuse 
and misrepresentation. But it always pays. 
We never know what is in tho mind of the silent man, and it is well 
not to arouse anger in such a one. Mast of our sorrows and much of the 
abuse, unjustly hurled at us. can be borne in silence. 
Nothing is lost 
through silence, unless, of course, you have something helpful to say, or 
to reveal to the world. 
One of the curses of our modern civilization is that there is too much 
noise to it. 
Below the window of the office in which this talk is written 
there Is a bedlam of noise going on—horns blowing constantly—a contin­ 
ual city hum. Some day there will be a law against useless noises.

traffic jam occurs and a string of horns begin to blow! For no reason In 
the world except that a string of drivers lack common sense. Horns can’t 
break up a traffic jam! 
The best medicine in the world is a journey into the country where 
there is quiet, where nothing but the mild and glorious notes of nature 
soothe the ears of the impatient and tired. 
The fisherman understands 
this procedure. 
There is nothing more restful than an ocean voyage. The calm sea is 
medicine par excellence. The roll of the waves of the sea upon the clean 
sand along the shore is like the lullaby which closes the eyes of the tired 
child. 
There is music, poetry, and unwritten beauty in all silence.
